Quinte Crime Stoppers in 
co-operatin with area police 
forces are seeking assistance 
in solving several Break, 
Entre and Thefts at Self 
Service Storage units through- 
out the Quinte area. 

Over the past year, storage 
areas in Belleville, Trenton 
and other areas have been the 
target of thieves. The losses in 
these occurences have, in most 
instances, been very 
substantial.

In the jargon of the financial 
services business, collapsing 
an- RRSP means that it no 
longer is registered. There- 
fore, it loses its tax sheltered 
status. 

However, if you take suitable 
action before . 31 deadline 
you eg hae the Hoey t in 

our RRSP from taxation. You 
asically. have four options 
available to you: ; 

1. Collapse your RRSP this 
year, or let it be automatically 
ri" at the start of 1990 b 
the financial company fad 
ling your plan, and accept the 
tax penalty. There is a with- 
holding tax taken off the top of 
the RRSP before the rest of the 
funds in the plan are turned 
over to you. You may have to 

ay more taxes on your RRSP 
unds when you make out your 
next income tax return. 

2. You can switch your RRSP 
funds into an annuity, or sever- 
al different annuities. Annuit- 
ies are mostly issued by life 
insurance companies and they 
come in various types. But 
generally they provide a set 
amount of income to the 
annuitant.

One of the big disadvantages 
of annuities compared with 
RRIFs is that you usually lose 
any control over your money 
once you have turned it over to 
the company issuing the annul- 
ty. In a lot of cases annuity 
payments do not keep pace 
with inflation. You receive a 

uaranteed amount of income 
rom an annuity which is very 
reassuring. However, if your 
annuity income’s purchasing 
wer declines over the years 
ause it doesn’t match the
